Aid Through Trade 


E CLEFT STICK IN WHICH 

Canada is caught as it attempts 
to manoeuvre economically away 
from beirr a “branch office” of 
foreign industry, and at the same 
time to be more responsive to the 
needs and aspirations of under- 
developed nations, was -well illus- 
trated in a recent speech by External 
Affairs Minister Paul Martin. 

Speaking to the annual meeting 
of the Canadian  Marufacturers’ 
Association—a formidable body to 
which to offer his proposition—Mr. 
Martin noted the need of many coun- 
tries to achieve a better inter- 
national division of labor in order 
to meet their needs for better stan- 
dards of living. 

Aid of various. kinds has done 
much to help emerging countries to 
fulfill the aspirations of their peo- 
ples; Mr. Martin admitted. But in 
the long run these states must come 


to rely on their own resources, the. 


things they can produce and sell in 
world markets. ‘Trade, therefore, 
must be counted on to make a large 


contribution to the development pro- 
cess in under-developed countries. 


“The new countries argue that, if 
trade is to make its full contribution. 
the rules of trade must be revised in 
the tight of their relevance to that 
problem,” the minister said. “They

Even more significant, perhaps, 
is the finding that 62 per cent of 
the French people do not want their 
country to make a. choice between 
the United States and Soviet Rus- 
sia.

be unlocked? Surely the realities of 
interdependence operate in this area 
as they do in others. Surely they

In this, and in other ways, the Soviet 
leadership has chosen to demonstrate its 
apparent unconcern at the possibility of 
further losses to the Chinese cause at the 
very moment when the war in Viet Nam 
is taking a still uglier turn. United States 
intervention in Viet Nam has already long 
passed the stage at which many Western 
politicians and commentators, and many 


convinced that Russia would have to 
react sharply, if only to retain her

Instead, she has effectively done noth- 
ing. She has put up with the abuse of the 
Chinese and their allies—the latest and 
most violent attack to date has just come 
from the Japanese~Communist Party— 
with only an occasional sharp word in 
reply. 


Passive Regard 


She has watched the steady deploy- 
ment.of United States force in Viet Nam 


with a passivity which, a few years ago, 


would have been inconceivable —making 
obligatory noises about United States im- 
perialism, lending an imprecisely known 
amount of military aid, reproaching the 
Chinese for preventing the formation of a 
united Communist front—which she clear- 
ly does not want. 

After fodr months of this the only con- 
clusion t6 be drawn is that the new 
leadership in Russia has its own reasons 
for preferring things to remain as they 
are.

Again: ‘Unity cannot be achieved by 
imposing the will of some parties on 
others, nor by compelling a party to 
depart from its political lines.” Mr. 
Bugayev is speaking not only about 
China. He makes it clear that he is talk- 
ing about all Communist parties every- 
where. This is making a virtue of neces- 
sity with a vengeance. But it is also very 
eat a wind of change.

PART from a fleeting encounter at 
Karachi airport last year, Prime 
Minister Shastri of India and President 
Ayub Khan of Pakistan have never met.

Endless Chain 


Any outsider who tries to fix the 
blame will find himself going round an 
endiess chain of cause and effect.- The 
conditions on which this inhumanity 
thrives were, of course, created in 1947.

The exodus Of Hindus from West Paki- 


stan and their replacement by fugitive 
Muslims from East Punjab~ and Delhi 
wasswift,, bloody and almost total. But 


for various reasons some twelve million 
Hindus chose to stay in East Pakistan. 
At the same time some. fifty million 
Muslims chose 'to stay in India. Many 
of them lived in Indian areas. adjoining 
East Pakistan, notably in Assam which, 
with East Bengal, was for a time ruled 
by the British as a single province 
The Indians contend that the number 
of Muslims in these regions entitled to 
call themselves Indian citizeris is limited 
They betieve that many of them have 
filtered back into India since Partition, 


some no doubt from old habit and an 
inbred disregard for political boundaries, 
but most of them in support of a Paki- 
stan plot to establish Muslim majorities 
in bordér districts. On these grounds, the 
Indians have been compelling Muslims 
to leave and to take up their true domi- 
tile in East Pakistan * 

Once there, displaced and often des- 
titute, these refugees, it is said, look

and jobs of Pakistan Hindus and stir up 
trouble in order to force them out, Arriv- 
ing in India, these Hindu refugees by 
their lamentations excite the zeal of 
Hindu political extremists who cam- 
paign swiftly and secretly for retaliation 
against Indian Muslims, who are in their 
turn driven out to make room for the 
newcomers. 

Though each accuses the other of dark 
intent, neither government can have any 
good reason for encouraging this traffic 
and both have—in fact spoken—out- olfli- 
cially against it. Neither-eeuntry can 
afford a refugee problem or the disrup- 
tion it causes. This would be true even“ 
if all the refugees were pitiful angels 
and this is far from being the case. 

Refugees are apt to be unhappy and 
bitter and to feel, with some justice, that 
the world owes them a living. In India— 
_and_no doubt in East Pakistan, too—they 

complain about the ddies paid-to them, 
pres the manual-labor they are obliged 
to do and.the wages they get for it. They 
complain about conditions. in the camps 


demonstrate against the officials put in 
charge of them and have often attacked 
them, Finally they desert the camps 
and resettlement schemes in hundreds 
and go off to join the army of the home- 
less in cities like Calcutta. 

The impulse is often evidently neu- 
rotic. Farmers who seem to be happily 
settled in the new areas suddenly sell 
the ploughs and the cattle issued to them 
by the government—and go off to rejoin 
the refugee queue at the border. One.
